Hovgh it be no pleaſant Task, to draw the Saw of De- 

bate in Mattes wherein Religion is concerned ; eſpecial- 

i ly, with ſuch as own the ſame Religion with us, and whog 
with us, ſhould be engaged againſt the common Enemy 

of the Reforn\ation: Yet it is ſome Satisfaftion, when we are at= 
tacked only with the force of Argument, with plaia Scripture, or 
rational DeduCtions from it ; but to be expoſed to the dint of Ma- . 
lice, Lies, and Railing, and the fouleſt and falſeſt Miſrepreſenta- 
tions that the minds of Man can ſuggeſt to them, when they are en- 
raged by being deprived of the occaſion they once had to Pefſecute 
their Neighbours, and being depuded of theſe Lucrative Places that 
they improved to ſuch Ends; this 1 ſay is, and muſt be grievous to 
an ingenuous Soul: Now this is our Lot, Self-defence, yea the De- 
fence of the loſticutions of Chriſt, which ſhould be more precious 
to us, than any thing that we 2am ours, makath it necalſary thus 
to

« to enter: the Liſts,. in confideny hope of his aſliſtance whoſe Cauſe 
we Plead. Tam far from either widefiing, or keeping vp the Diffe: 
rence, thaf hath been between us, who own Presbyterian Government, 
and the-Epiſcopal Party in Scotland ; Our Church (now eſtabliſhed 

, by Law, through the Mercy of God, and the Zeal of Their Maje- 
ſties,. and of the worthy Patriots aſſembled in Parliament.) hath de-

Canſe given on our part, The Books that 1 have now under Con- 
fideration are a full proof of this, as alſo are the lying Reports that 
the Ears of People at Home, (and yet more Abroad) are with ; 
which I hope will appear in the following Examination of them. - 

S$. 3. 1do not hereundertake to Vindicate all Presbyterians from 
all blame in their Carriage toward them that differ from them: We 
never thought that all of our way are ſo Good, and ſo Wiſe, and 
ſo Sober as they ſhould be ; but 1 am confident to ſay, that the Ex 
celles, that any among us can be charged with, are not to be com- 
pared with the Barbarous Severities that they of late ſuffered,when they 
who now complain were in the Aſcendent. That which 1 now un- 
dertake, is, to clear the Presbyterians from theſe Calumnies tha are 
caſt on them in general : And eſpecially to vindicate the Attings of 
the Presbyterian Church of Scorlandy from what her Haters do brand 
her with, either in her Priaciples, or*in her Praftice.

But that which 
is moſt abſurd, is that he ſhould infiguate that they have ſuffered in 
their Freedom, their Poſſellions, or their Lives, for the Doctrine of 
Epiſcopacy, or-their Opinion about it, is ſo falſe, as Impudence ix 
ſelf may bluſh to aſſert it. 

S. 5. A juſt Refutation of what followeth would require a full

S. 5. Having now diſpatched his Preface, I come to the firſt of the 
four Letters, of which this Book is made vp. 1K is ( or pretendeth

$. 7. That there was no Redreſs after Complaints of injured Per- 
ſons, is alſo falſe ; for all the Miniſters put out by Violence, without 
a Legal Procedure, after the 13th of April, 1639, were by the Parlia- 
ment reſtored to their Places ; ſuch as were put out before that time, 
the Wiſdom of the Nation thought it not fit to Repone ; becauſe
